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REMARKS 

Favorable reconsideration of this application, in light of the following discussion and in 
view of the present amendment, is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-47 are pending. 

I. Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

In the Office Action, at pages 2-26 and 28-33, numbered paragraphs 5-6 and 8, claims 1- 
32 and 35-47 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over various 
combinations of U.S. Publication No. 2003/0156567 to Oak, Japanese Publication No. 10- 
091375 to Torikai and U.S. Patent No. 6,993,562 to Treptow et al., and European Publication 
No. 10-091375. 

As discussed by the Examiner, U.S. Publication No. 2003/0156567 to Oak would qualify 
as prior art only under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e). U.S. Publication No. 2003/0156567 is subject matter 
developed by another person, which qualifies as prior art only under § 102(e) and, at the time 
the claimed invention was made, was subject to an obligation of assignment to the same entity, 
specifically, Samsung Electronics Co., Ltd. Therefore, as set forth in 35 U.S.C. § 103(c), U.S. 
Publication No. 2003/0156567 is exempt as prior art under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the Oak reference cited in the § 103(a) rejection. 

In the Office Action, at page 26, numbered paragraph 7, claims 33 and 34 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Torikai in view of Treptow. This rejection is 
respectfully traversed because the combination of the teachings of Torikai and Treptow does not 
suggest: 

forming a list that includes at least one printing client using Media 
Access Control address of the Media Access Control frame related 
to the at least one printing client as an index; and 

associating the at least one printing client authenticated to receive 
services of the wireless Local Area Network printer to the wireless 
Local Area Network printer using the list of the at least one printing 
client, 

as recited in independent claim 33. 

Torikai discusses extracting a transmission-destination MAC address from a print 
request packet, acquiring the priority corresponding to it from a priority table 6, and registering 
the MAC address of a corresponding host device in a queue table 1 1 according to the obtained 
priority. 
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As conceded by the Examiner, Torikai does not suggest associating the at least one 
printing client authenticated to receive services of the wireless Local Area Network printer to the 
wireless Local Area Network printer using the list of the at least one printing client. The 
Examiner indicates that Treptow makes up for the deficiencies in Torikai. The Applicant 
respectfully disagrees. 

Treptow discusses at col. 8, lines 7-13 and 49-57, cited by the Examiner, that the 
password for an e-mail account is entered into an edit box 146 and that e-mail that is stored on a 
given e-mail server may be accessed by providing appropriate login credentials, which include 
the UserlD and a corresponding password that is selected by the user when the e-mail account 
is initially set up. Treptow further discusses that e-mail print activities may be logged by 
activating an optical logging feature provided by the MPEmail application, which will maintain a 
log file for each account when logging is enabled. 

Treptow, particularly at cited col. 8, lines 7-13 and 49-57, does not discuss or suggest 
associating a printing client authenticated to receive serves of a wireless LAN printer to the 
wireless LAN printer using a list of printing clients that was formed using MAC addresses of 
MAC frames related to the printing clients. Discussing e-mail accounts and e-mail print activities 
that may be logging is not suggestive of associating a printing client authenticated to receive 
serves of a wireless LAN printer to the wireless LAN printer using a list of printing clients, 
specifically where the list of printing clients was formed using MAC addresses of MAC frames 
related to the printing clients. There is no discussion in Treptow of associating specific printing 
clients with a wireless LAN printer that the clients are authenticated to receive services from. 

Further, it is entirely unclear as to how keeping track of logs that have been created 
would particularly suggest associating the at least one printing client authenticated to receive 
services of the wireless LAN printer to the wireless LAN printer using a created list of printing 
clients. 

Therefore, as the combination of the teachings of Torikai and Treptow does not suggest 
"forming a list that includes at least one printing client using Media Access Control address of 
the Media Access Control frame related to the at least one printing client as an index; and 
associating the at least one printing client authenticated to receive services of the wireless Local 
Area Network printer to the wireless Local Area Network printer using the list of the at least one 
printing client," as recited in independent claim 33, claim 33 patentably distinguishes over the 
references relied upon. Accordingly, withdrawal of the §1 03(a) rejection is respectfully 
requested.

Claim 34 depends directly from independent claim 33 and includes all the features of 
claim 33, plus additional features that are not discussed or suggested by the references relied 
upon. For example, claim 34 recites that "allowance of association of the at least one printing 
client in relation to the wireless Local Area Network printer is determined based on fields 
denoting association permission." Therefore, claim 34 patentably distinguishes over the 
references relied upon for at least the reasons noted above. Accordingly, withdrawal of the 
§1 03(a) rejection is respectfully requested. 

Conclusion 

In accordance with the foregoing, claims 1-47 are pending and under consideration. 

There being no further outstanding objections or rejections, it is submitted that the 
application is in condition for allowance. An early action to that effect is courteously solicited.
